Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The applicant proposed adding limitations to the claims requiring 
that the "factors" take into account the differences in thickness, pore and fiber sizes between layers. The examiner 
contended that the air permeability tests and calculations of the primary reference took into account the thickness, pore 
and fiber sizes between layers. Applicant stated that an after-final amendment would be filed and would also include 
porosity in addition to aforementioned differences. An agreement was not reached.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiners contended that the air permeability tests and 
calculations of the primary reference took into account the added limitations to the independent claims-factors that 
take into account the differences in thickness, porosity, pore and fiber sizes between layers-limitations added to the 
claims in the after final amendment. The examiners also stated that applicant's invention seems more conducive to "a 
method fortesting.." or a "method for calculating...", since the calculation limitations have no corresponding structure in 
the media and no corresponding step in the method of manufacturing. 
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
